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MVRTA In Not An MBTA

In the last few weeks, several persons 
have asked questions about the 
Merrimack Valley Regional Transit 
Authority. Isn’t it really another MBTA? 
Who runs the Authority? How many buses 
do they own? How is Andover 
represented? 

The Merrimack Valley Regional Transit 
Authority (MVRTA) is operated under a 
state statute this is distinctly different 
from the one that created the MBTA. 
Whereas the MBTA statute named towns 
that were to be part of the district and 
assessed costs whether they have service 
or not, and whether they wanted to par- 
ticipate or not, the MVRTA is developed 
from an area in which the towns named 
and adjacent ones may, if they wish, par- 
ticipate in the Authority. Andover did not 
join the Authority at its inception, but did 
so later by vote of Town Meeting. Under 
the structure of the MVRTA, a town is 
assessed only for the services that are 
rendered to that town: Andover does not 
pay for bus service, for example, in the 
Town of Methuen, but must cover the 
costs that are relative to its own service.

The assessments appear as a 
deduction from the ‘‘Cherry Sheet’’ prior 
to fund allocation to the community from 
the state. The MVRTA also differs from 
the MBTA in that it is not an operator of 
service, but contracts service to the best 
bidder on each proposal. Thus, things like 
maintenance of fleet, provision of 
workers, etc., are not a problem for the 
MVRTA, but are contractual obligations 
of a supplier. 

The authority is run by an Advisory 
Board composed of representatives of 
each community that is part of the 
authority. The communities receive 
weighted voting based upon the actual in- 
cured assessments of the previous fiscal 
year. For 1979-80, Andover receives 
11.28% of the vote, Haverhill 32.06%, 
Lawrence 22.34%, Methuen 18.01%, North 
Andover 9.70% and Merrimack 6.67%. 
Yearly re-computations of these voting 
rights are made. 

The Advisory Board approves the 
budget, sets general policy, and hires the 
executive director. The day to day opera- 
tion of the MVRTA is run by the executive 
director, Willilam Schultz. The staff in- 
cludes two transportation planners and 
secretarial support. The Advisory Board

Many non-profit civic 
and social welfare 
organizations that want 
their tax exempt status 
recognized by the Internal 
Revenue Service should 
file an application for 
recognition with the IRS. 
An organization with sub- 
ordinate chapters can app- 
ly for a group exemption 
letter, rather than having 
each affiliate apply, accor- 
ding to Herbert B. Mosher, 
District Director for IRS in 
Massachusetts. 

‘“‘Application for 
Recognition of Exemp- 
tion,’ Form 1024 is filed 
with the District Director 
of Internal Revenue in the 
organization’s key IRS dis- 
trict. Addresses of the key 
districts are available 
from local IRS offices. IRS 
Publication 557, ‘‘How to 
Apply for and Retain Ex- 
empt Status for Your 
Organization,’ has more 
detailed information and 
it’s available free from 
IRS offices) 

Exempt organizations 
that have gross receipts 
above $10,000 are also re- 
quired to file an annual 
Form 990, ‘‘Return of 
Organization Exempt from 
Income’ Tax.” In addition, 
organizations that have at 
least $1,000 in gross income 
from an unrelated business 
must file Form 990-T, ‘‘Ex- 
empt Organization 
Business Income Tax 
Return.” 

More information on 
reporting unrelated 
business income is in the 
free IRS Publication 598, 
‘““‘Tax on Unrelated 
Business Income of Ex- 
empt Organizations.”’ 

The IRS examines ex- 
empt organizations to 
make sure they comply 
with the tax laws. If an ex- 
amination turns up failure 
to comply with the legal 
requirements, the IRS may 
revoke an organizations’ 
tax exempt status. 
Disputed issues can be 
appealed through 
procedures provided by the 
IRS.

Shopping 
Advisable 


Good advice for buying 
the Christmas tree is shop 
early for the best selection, 
suggests the 


Massachusetts Depart- § 


ment of Food and 
Agriculture. 


Many families enjoy 
“cutting their own’’ at a 
Massachusetts Christmas 
tree farm, and a wide 
selection of cut trees is 
also offered. (For a list of 
these tree farms, send a 
stamped self addressed 
envelope to the 
Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Food and 
Agriculture, 100 Cam- 
bridge St., Boston, MA 
02202. 


Trees coming into 
Massachusetts are mostly 
from Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and Maine and 
shipping began as early as 
Nov. 20. Warm weather at 
harvest time this year is 
another reason for buying 
your tree early, as you can 
most likely take better 
care of it at home than the 
retailer can at his lot. 


When selecting your 
tree, here are some 
suggestions. Hold the tree 


and bounce lightly against . 


the ground — the needles 
should not fall out easily. 
Another indication of 
freshness is that the resin 
should feel sticky on the 
stump of the tree. 


Ideally the shape should 
be even all around with no 
gaping spaces in between 
but if you intend to stand 
the tree in a corner a less- 
than-perfect shape is of 
course acceptable. 


The first step is to cut off 
about an inch of the trunk 
— at an angle. This 
removes accumulated 
resin and allows for max- 
imum moisture absorption. 
The tree should also’ be 
placed out-of-doors in a 
pail of water so that the 
moisture will flow more 
freely up the trunk and 
toward the branches. 


When you are ready to 
bring the tree indoors, 
square off the diagonal cut 
and fit securely into the 
tree stand. Be sure to add 
water and check the Water 
level in the stand frequent- 
ly — a tree in a warm room 
can absorb as much as a 
pint of water a day. 

The tree should of course 
not be placed near a 
fireplace, wood ‘burning 
stove or hot radiator. Be 
sure the electrical wiring 
on strings of lights and ex- 
tension cords are safe.

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‘Building Group To Examine Options 


The school building committee is 
scheduled to meet tonight to discuss an 
architect’s report on school building plan 
options and their associated costs, and 
possibly narrow the choices before 
meeting with the school committee. 

The options with a six-grade elementary 
school, three grade junior high school and 
three grade high school (6-3-3) and three 
with a five grade elementary school, three 
grade middle school and a ‘our year high 
school (5-3-4) are considered in the report 
with associated costs. 

The first 6-3-3 option (6-3-3 Scheme A) 
includes all school buildings remaining as 
they are, with the exception of East and 
West Junior Highs and the high school. 
Renovations to West were estimated at 
$588,580 and limited high school additions 
and renovations were set at $3,897,000. 


East could be renovated at an estimated 
cost of $8,067,000 or built new at a cost of 
$5,703,750. 

If a new East is built, total cost: $11,- 
412,049 with the state paying half. 

If East iS renovated instead, total cost: 
$14,058,890 with the state paying only $5,- 
706,025, or half of the cost of the cheapest 
method of attaining any particular option. 

This is the original school building 
program suggested last spring, and cost 
estimates have not been adjusted for infla- 
tion. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark warned 
that cost estimates in the report indicate 
“what tends to be true’’ about the costs of 
the options. ‘I don’t think anyone can 
represent those figures as absolute costs,”’ 
he said. 

The second 6-3-3 plan, 6-6-6 Scheme B, 
calls for all schools to be used, with 
modifications to West Junior high as men- 
tioned above. South Elementary would be 
made into a 640-student junior high for an 
estimated $2,918,500, and high school 
renovations would be as above. Total cost: 
$8,292,570 with the state paying half. 

Scheme A of the 5-3-4 organization would 
close Shawsheen School; add to South a 
200-student addition at an estimated cost 
of $1,958,000; convert West Elementary to 
a 700-student middle school for an es- 
timated cost of $995,000; renovate West 
Junior High as listed above, and expand 
the high school from 1200 to 1600 student 
capacity for an estimated $6,557,895. Total 
estimated cost: $11,311,524 with the state 
paying half. Jackson and Stowe schools 
and the boiler plant would be phased out 
and torn down. 

Scheme B of the 5-3-4 organization calls 
for: West Elementary to be made into a 
700-student middle school for an estimated 
$995,000; expansion of the high school as 
listed above; and rehabilitation of West

Junior High as listed above. Total cost: 
$9,118,452, with the state paying half. 
Jackson, Stowe and the boiler plant would 
be phased out and torn down. 

Scheme C of the 5-3-4 organization calls 
for: Closing Shawsheen school; Conver- 
ting South into a 640-student middle school 
for an estimated $2,918,500; and 
renovating West Junior High and expan- 
ding the high school as listed above.

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Elm Square Improvements 
Targeted For Next Fall 


By Tim Greene 


The preferred target date for comple- 
tion of Elm Square renovations and other 
Main Street improvements is Nov. 1980, 
Community Development Director Rhys 
Kear said this week. 

He said he is trying to get the $200,000 to 
$400,000 project funded in this federal 
fiscal year, with construction being com-

pleted during a 90 to 100 day period next 
summer and fall. 

Completed so far are 25 percent plans on 
the project. Yet to come are 75 percent 
plans followed by a public hearing and 
review by the Federal Highway Ad- 
ministration and Mass. Dept. of Public 
Works, according to Richard Miller, a con-

sulting engineer working on the project. 

Final plans and awarding of a contract 
on the job would follow. The project, first 
proposed in 1972 was rejected bécause it 
cut out too many downtown parking 
spaces. That obstacle has been overcome, 
with the new plan eliminating between 
nine and twelve spaces. 

About 75 new spaces in parking lots have 
been added since 1972, Kear said. 

The proposed renovations were held up 
for public scrutiny last Wednsday evening, 
attracting about a dozen townspeople who 
had questions about how the proposed 
plans would change the features of the 
square. 


Engineers from E. Lionel Pavlo 
Engineering Co. of Boston told the public 
hearing that the proposed renovations 
would improve traffic flow on Main Street 
from a level of service E to a level of ser- 
vice C or B. According to project engineer 
Miller, that means more’cars will clear 
the traffic lights at Elm Square and Chest- 
nut Street and Main faster. 

To do this, traffic signals at both in- 
tersections will be rephased so cars 
traveling on Main would have to stop, at 
most, for one of the lights. Right turas 
onto Main Street from Central Street will 
no longer be allowed. Several persons 
questioned the necessity of not allowing 
the turn, with one man calling the 
maneuver, ‘‘my favorite turn.” 

Herb Spooner, 5 Millstone Circle, a 
transportation engineer, questioned close- 
ly Miller’s traffic counts which predicted 
that elimination of the turn could improve 
traffic flow. 

Miller said that during a peak-hour, 4-5 
p.m., traffic sample, 41 of 296 cars ap- 
proaching Elm Square from Central 
Street turned right. Rerouting the right- 
turning cars up Chestnut Street would im- 
prove flow in the square and make the in- 
tersection safer, Miller said, because any 
turning maneuver in an intersection is 
more dangerous than traveling straight 
through. 

The intersection at Chestnut and Main 
could handle the extra traffic, Miller said. 

In addition to the retiming of the lights, 
physical changes will be made to the pro- 
ject area which extends from Lewis Street 
to Chestnut Street on Main. 

On the east side of the square, the curb- 
ing in front of the Musgrove building 
would be extended into the square, 
narrowing the intersection. 

The southwest corner of Central and 
Main would also be extended. 

The traffic booth now in the north end of 
the square would be relocated. 

The net effect of these changes, Miller 
said, would be to better align Main Street 
with North Main Street and Central Street 
with Elm Street, and ‘‘tighten up the in- 
tersection.”’ 

Main Street in the project area would be 
repaved, tearing up the road down to the 
gravel and rebuilding it, Kear said. 

The plan also calls for moving the bus 
stops now in front of MacCartney’s and the 
Musgrove building. No new sites have 
been settled on for the stops, but they are 
tentatively placed in front of town hall and 
in front of the municipal parking lot next 


to Old Andover Village, according to 
Miller. 

Barnard Street would be made one way 
east, and Park Street would be made one 
way west between Main Street and 
Bartlett. 

Susan Tucker, a member of the central 
business district committee, who called 
herself a ‘‘green freak’’ asked about the 
proposed planting in the square, which she 
called “‘a dump.” (She said in a telephone 
interview Friday that it was a dump 
“compared to what it could be and should 
be in Andover.’’) 

The plantings proposed include a red oak 
by MacCartney’s, four pear trees in front 
of the Musgrove building, two pear trees 
at the west corner of High Street and Elm 
Street, and a Chinese Elm near where the 
police booth now is. All would be surround- 
ed by spreading yews. 

The town is requesting a list of options 
which are available to spruce up the 
square, possibly including choice of color 
for traffic signs, benches and trash cans. 

Spooner asked about the signs which 
would be posted after the renovations. He 
said he did not want as many signs posted 
downtown as were posted at Phillips 
Academy, ‘‘a classic case of following the 
manual to the absurities.”’ 

Miller said the sign plan would be part of 
the 75 percent report, as would details 
about pavement markings and phasing of 
traffic signals. 


Sewer 
Delay 


Costly 


A three-day work stoppage on the 
Lucerne Drive sewer last week cost An- 
dover about $2500, Public Works Director 
Robert McQuade told selectmen Monday. 


McQuade said he was reviewing the ex- 
tra costs to the contractor and the figure 
could rise, but he was trying to reduce it. 

The stoppage came on Friday, Nov. 23, 
when Robert Jurgen, 88 Summer St., 
would not allow heavy equipment needed 
to dig a trench for the sewer to cross his 
land. 

Selectmen voted in executive session 
Monday, Nov. 26, to give Jurgen an ‘‘ex- 


tra’ $500 to allow the sewer crew to cross 
his land according to Selectman Norma 
Gammon, Other residents whose property 
was involved in the sewer construction 
were paid just $500. 


The crew was still not allowed on the 
land Tuesday, Nov. 27, because Jurgen had 
to discuss the matter with his lawyer, ac- 
cording to Gammon. 

Work resumed on the project last 
Wednesday.

Sale of five buildings now owned by the town and 
proving to be of little value to municipal operations, is 
being considered as the recommendation of a special 
committee. 

The Community Services committee, which is charg- 
ed with providing the town with a recreation and com- 
munity school program, held a public hearing last week 
to obtain final comments from residents concerning the 
future of the buildings. 

The committee will now report their findings and 
recommendations to the selectmen and town manager. 

The preliminary consideration is that the town should 
probably divest itself of the five buildings — Communi- 
ty Center and Bradlee School in Ballardvale, Cardinal 
Cushing gymnasium, a recreation building off Iceland 
road and the West Andover Community Center building 
on North street. 

We tend to concur with the committee findings. 

Primary consideration, after determination that 
these structures do not serve a useful municipal pur- 
pose, is what involvement the town would have if they 
were to be continued to be held. 

First, they are subject to vandalism. To demolish 
them is costly. To maintain them is more costly, even 
holding the buildings and land as protection against 
future needs. 

A most important consideration is the possibility that 
some of this property, if disposed of by the town, can 
find its way on the tax roles. 

Sale of Cardinal Cushing gymnasium seems almost a 
foregone conclusion. 

The sale probably would have been consummated by 
now, had not the subject been put over to a study at the 
annual town meeting. 

That study resulted in a report to the October town 
meeting that the building be sold. 

Proceeds from the sale would be applied to building a 
new recreation lodge at Rec Park, where such a facility 
rightfully belongs. 

The net result of this transaction would be getting rid 
of a municipal property to private interests and putting 
a quiet operation there such as storage operations for 
an insurance company, and they would be able to once 
again have a recreation facility at little or no cost to the 
taxpayers. The proposed sale of the building is con- 


templated with the Shawsheen neighborhood in mind, or 
simply, a quiet unobtrusive operation. 

The Ballardvale buitdings offer intriguing 
possibilities. 

There is a chance that private interests could develop 
the general area throughout the center of the ’Vale 
which would lead to its ultimate beautification. 

Such thoughts were contained in a report concerning 
the Ballardvale area last summer. The Vale is the last 
major area in town open for development and its core, 
the village, provides considerable potential. 

The Bradlee school has remained vacant for many 
years. 

But, the building still has structural qualities which 
could be utilized by a developer for private-housing. 

The community center building, which would ap- 
parently require considerable sums to update for 
municipal use, plus is the target of vandals, could also 
be developed, possibly with the town in mind, in order to 
maintain the branch library and some community 


meeting rooms. 

There is, at the moment, no urgency to dispose of the 
properties, but we feel that the possibilities of private 
development are there and can be included in the 
overall planning to be undertaken by the Department of 
Community Development. 

The other two buildings also fall into the category of 
not serving a useful purpose, with the temporary excep- 
tion of the old North School, or West Andover Communi- 
ty Center. CLASS, an organization aiding the adult 
retarded, is using the facility at present and should be 
allowed to continue until such time as they are able to 
find either some other facility or can occupy their own 
quarters, now in the planning stages. 

The Iceland road building will probably be retained by 
the Conservation Commission, since it is on their 
property, but should be a storage facility only. 

We feel that between the considerable conservation 
acreage in the town’s holdings, along with its useful 
municipal properties, valued at several million dollars, 
that Andover taxpayers have all the real estate they can 
handle. 

Disposal of the five buildings could well prove to be 
beneficial to the town, particularly if they wind up as 
useful, taxable property.

WASHINGTON -- Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini and his rabid 
mobs scrawling their ‘Death 
to the Shah” and virulent 
anti-American slogans on 
the walls of the U.S. embas- 
sy in Tehran are blinded by 
haté to far more ominous 
handwriting on the wall for 
themselves and their coun- 
try. The message spells out 
the prospect of economic 
disaster for the Iranians. 

Expert authorities on the 
Middle East now believe 
that Khomeini hid behind his 
guise of Moslem fanaticism 
and deliberately inflamed 
his followers into precipitat- 
ing a world crisis by the hos- 
tage seizure as part of a cal- 
lous scheme to conceal the 
days of economic ruin that 
lie ahead for his wild-eyed 
government. 

Khomeini’s government 
inherited an economy that 
had one huge asset -- oil. 
Experts we've talked to 
predict that won’t be 
enough. The ayatollah and 
his revolutionary followers 
face unemployment, a 
broken-down economic sys- 
tem and chaos that bodes ill 
for his regime. 

Small wonder that the 
militant students holding 
American embassy person- 
nel captive were able to 
muster marching, shouting 
masses to demonstrate out- 
side the embassy. One out of 
every three Iranians is 
unemployed and has time to 
clench fists and hoist impas- 
sioned banners. 

The ayatollah, according 
to our sources, also was con- 
fronted with the necessity of 
raising taxes next year. In 
some instances, they say, the 
taxes on the people must

And, they add, even if they 
are kept high, fran will have 
to borrow heavily from 
abroad in the coming year. 

Iran’s credit rating is near 
zero after the United States 
ordered a freeze on its bank 
assets in this country and 
the Khomeini government 
declared it won't pay debts 
incurred under the shah in 
foreign circles. 

The Iranian Air Force and 
the country’s transportation 
system is destined for col- 
lapse now that the United 
States has cut off further 
sales of spare parts. The oil 
fields are likely to become 
dust bowls without technical 
help and equipment from 
abroad. 

The entire nuclear reactor 
program will have to be 
canceled. The government’s 
television and radio pro- 
grams are expected to be 
blacked out for budgetary 
reasons. Once long ago, 
decadent rulers such as 
Nero and Caligula threw 
Christians to the lions and 
staged gladiator fights to 
conceal from their people 
the pending fall of the 
Roman empire. In the same 
tradition, Ayatollah Kho- 
meini is using hostages and 
Islamic zealotry to divert 
his unwitting followers from 
awareness of the pit of pov- 
erty that lies ahead of them.

Oil Price And Supply Are Up 


The price of a gallon of home heating oil 
rose just under one cent to 87.7 cents per 
gallon statewide while many dealers 
reported increased supplies because of 
conservation and the warm weather. This 
was according to the latest biweekly sur- 
vey of 125 heating oil dealers conducted by 
the Office of Energy Resources. 

The state price range is now 80.2 to 94.4 
cents per gallon. The highest prices are in 
the western region with an average of 88.5 
cents, while the lowest prices are in the 
eastern and central portions of the State 
with an average of 87.1 cents per’ gallon. 

Many dealers contacted in the survey 
reported that conservation efforts in Oc- 
tober and November, along with the re- 
cent warmer than normal temperatures, 
have increased their Supplies to last year’s 
levels and, in some cases, to above last 
year’s levels. 

‘We are continuing to get some signifi- 
cant conservation in addition to an assist 
from warm weather,” said Joseph S. Fitz- 

patrick, director of the Office of Energy 
Resources. ‘‘Dealers report to us that 
many homeowners have lowered ther- 
mostats and, in some cases, have not turn- 
ed their furnaces on as yet. With this con-

NoTo King 


Selectmen agreed Monday to tell Gov. 
Edward King that they oppose his man- 
date which requries local building inspec- 
tors to enforce limits on temperatures in 
town, commercial and industrial 
buildings. 

“The board of selectmen is entirely op- 
posed to the procedure proposed,’ Select- 
man Chairman Edward M. Harris said. 

In order to carry out the Governor’s 
order, the town would have to purchase a 
type of thermometer which sells for about 
$1000 each, according to Community 
Development Director Rhys Kear. 

Carrying out the plan would Sap the 
building inspector’s time, too. ‘I suppose 
we could literally triple the Staff,’’ Town 
Manager Jared S. A. Clark said of the 
building inspector’s office. 


Clark pointed out that nothing would 
prevent office workers from pushing up 
thermostats when the building inspector 
was not around, and that in many older 
buildings with heating system problems, 
one room might be over the limit while 
others were well below. 

“If the Governor wants to go forth and 
see that buildings are kept at the perfect 
temperature,’ said Selectman Norma 
Gammon, “‘let him go do it.”’ 

“I'd say we go along with the intent of 
the regulation,’ Selectman Lawrence 
Sullivan said. 

“I think we should go on record as objec- 
ting to it,’ added Selectman Susan T. 
Poore, ‘‘just in case push comes to 
shove.”’ 

“It will,” said Kear.

The estimates presented by the 
architects do not reflect inflation or 
changes in program which the school com- 
mittee might consider, Clark said. 

Other costs come into play in the report 
besides the cost of construction or renova- 
tion. These include building operations 
and staff costs, program and staff costs 
and transportation. 

These yearly costs, for the various 
schemes total: 6-3-3 Scheme A; $10,204,- 
493; 6-3-3 Scheme B; $9,375,629; 5-3-4 
Scheme A, $8,969,180; 5-3-4 Scheme B, $8,- 
962,407; 5-3-4 Scheme C, $8,897,328. 

An additional option for the project was 
the existing buildings and necessary 
repairs — to East Junior High. Cost of the 
option was listed as $3,037,240, with the 
town paying the whole bill. 

The consideration of the option met with 
the disapproval of committee members 
Frank Hill and Virginia Cole. ‘That is not 
a realistic option to talk about,”’ Hill said. 

The option would not address declining 
enrollment problems, and would leave 
Kast Junior High in a non-conformance 
with the state educational Specifications.
